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Drink-driver 
crashed after 
police chase 


A DRINK-DRIVER crashed into 
a fence at a house in Ely before 
making off on foot and jumping 
into the river during a dramatic 
police chase, a court heard. 

Deividas Bruzas, 25 of Welling¬ 
ton Street, Littleport, pleaded 
guilty at Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court on Tuesday to failing to stop 
for a police constable, using a car 
without insurance and driving 
while over the legal alcohol limit. 

Magistrates disqualified Bru¬ 
zas from driving for 14 months, 
handed him six penalty points 
and £420 in fines. 

Giles Beaumont, prosecuting, 
said at 11.30pm on March 6 this 
year officers spotted a car turning 
into the entrance to a sports cen-

tre on Silt Road, Littleport. 

He added: “This arose suspi¬ 
cion as the sports centre was not 
open at this time of night. 

“They noticed the car, a Renault 
Clio, had two people inside. 

“The driver - who was this de¬ 
fendant - looked at the police of¬ 
ficers before driving off when he 
noticed they had turned the vehi¬ 
cle’s blue lights on. 

“Police followed the car for two 
miles with the lights on, but the 
Clio made no attempt to stop. 

“The car then left the road at 
a junction and ended up going 
through somebody’s fence.” 


The defendant then got out of 
the car having crashed into the 
fence, and ran off before jumping 
into the river. 

Police caught up with Bruzas, 
who later gave a positive blood 
test of 133 milligrams of alcohol 
in 100 millilitres of blood. The le¬ 
gal limit is 80 milligrams. 

In an interview Bruzas accept¬ 
ed he had no insurance to drive 
his girlfriend’s car. 

He admitted he drinking three 
cans of beer throughout the day 
and had driven to the shop to 
buy more beer when the police 
originally spotted him, the court 
heard.

A LORRY driver was fatally 
injured after smashing into 
the back of a truck on the 
Mil at nearly 50mph, an in¬ 
quest has been told. 

Paul Fallowes, 45, had 
probably been distracted 
momentarily and had failed 
to notice traffic near the 
junction with the A14 had 
stopped ahead of him. 

He started to brake just 12 
metres away from the other 
lorry but was unable to avoid 
a collision. 

Mr Fallowes, a father and 
grandfather, of Duck Lane, 
Haddenham, suffered mul¬ 
tiple injuries in the crash on 
December 1 and died later at 
Addenbrooke’s. 

Senior coroner David 
Heming recorded that Mr 
Fallowes had died as a result 
of a road traffic collision. 

Accident investigator Pc 
fason Porter said it was not 
clear if Mr Fallowes had 
been wearing a seatbelt at 
the time of the collision and 
his mobile phone had been 
transferring data, although 
it may have been doing this 
automatically 

He told the inquest: “I con¬ 
sider the possible explana¬ 
tion may be driver inatten¬ 
tion or distraction.” 

Pc Porter said Mr Fallow¬ 
es’ lorry had been travelling 
at 56mph before the acci¬ 
dent and had only slowed to 
49mph when the collision 
happened. 

Driver Simon Mather said 
in a statement that he had 


pulled up behind stationary 
traffic when he felt an im¬ 
pact. 

“The next thing I remem¬ 
ber I was being pushed for¬ 
ward and I had a loud ring¬ 
ing in my ears,” he said. 

Stephen A’Court said he 
was travelling at 51-52mph 
and aware of the traffic 
ahead when a blue lorry 
overtook him and pulled in 
front. 


“It became immediately 
clear the driver of the blue 
lorry was not braking or 
stopping for the congestion 
ahead,” he said. 

“I couldn’t believe the 
driver of the blue lorry did 
not see the stationary traffic 
ahead.” 

The inquest heard that Mr 
Fallowes’ cab had been bad¬ 
ly damaged and his vehicle 
had shed part of its load.

EVELYN Forde - the princi¬ 
pal of Ely College - is leaving 
the school this summer, Ely 
News can confirm. 

In a letter sent to parents 
and carers last Friday, Ms 
Forde said: “I am writing to 
let you know that I will be 
standing down as principal 
of Ely College at the end of 
August, 2016. 

“I am extremely proud of 
all that has been achieved 
by everyone in the school 
and to have worked with 
so many excellent staff and 
students during my time 
here.” 

She added: “Our new 
sponsor CMAT will be in 
touch with you shortly with 
further information about 
who will be leading the 
school from September. In 
the meantime, it just re¬ 
mains for me to wish eve¬ 
ryone and the school every 
success in the future, which 
I will follow with interest.” 

The college, which was

placed into special meas¬ 
ures by Ofsted last spring, 
is currently run by the CfBT 
Schools Trust, although in 
March it was confirmed that 
the Cambridge Meridian 
Academies Trust (CMAT) 
would be taking over in iuly. 

Ms Forde came to Ely Col¬ 
lege last April from Lang- 
don Academy in East Lon¬ 
don, where she was senior 
vice principal. She was ap¬ 
pointed after the college’s 
former principal, Catherine 
Jenkinson-Dix, both her 
deputies, as well as the gov¬ 
ernors, resigned on the last 


day of term in March 2015 
following a damning Ofsted 
report. 

The school was placed 
into special measures after 
being rated as ‘inadequate’ 
by Ofsted - news that rocked 
the Ely community as in its 
inspection in 2013, the col¬ 
lege was rated as ‘good’ in all 
areas. 

CMAT runs eight schools 
in the region, including 
Swavesey Village College, 
Nene Park Academy and 
North Cambridge Academy. 

Shirley Jamieson, chair of 
CMAT, said: “CMAT exists 
to provide high-quality and 
dynamic education for eve¬ 
ryone, in the heart of their 
communities. We don’t have 
a‘one-size-fits-all’ approach 
and we will be talking to 
pupils and their families, 
teachers and the local com¬ 
munity about how we move 
the college forward, quickly 
and inclusively.”

Pet rabbit 
killed 
in blaze 


A PET rabbit died after 
a bonfire got out of 
control in Soham over the 
weekend.

Sex offender 
avoids prison 


A MAN who sexually as¬ 
saulted a woman in her own 
home, only metres away 
from her two children, has 
avoided jail. 

Sean Hedges, of White 
Cross Road, Wilburton, vis¬ 
ited his victim’s home on 
September 2 last year. After 
gaining access on the pre¬ 
tence of needing to borrow 
her phone, he touched her 
under her trousers and T- 
shirt while she repeatedly 
asked him to stop. 

Hedges, 26, who denied 
the offence, went on trial at 
Cambridge Crown Court last 
week. He was found guilty of 
sexual assault and, on Fri¬ 
day, was handed a six-month 
prison sentence, which was 
suspended for a period of 
two years. 

Hedges was cleared of a 
second charge of indecent 
exposure relating to claims 
he pulled down his trousers 
and exposed himself to his 
victim. 

Thomas Brown, prosecut¬ 
ing, said the ordeal had been 
upsetting and frightening for 
the victim who had tried to 
stop Hedges but had been

unable to. 

Mr Brown told the court: 
“He knocked on the door 
and asked to use her mobile 
phone. He came into the 
house and was seen to be be¬ 
having oddly. He asked her 
for a cuddle and she refused. 

“He pulled her towards 
him and she pushed him 
away. He told her they could 
have some fun. She tried to 
persuade him to leave. He 
then had his hand on her 
bottom and pulled her to¬ 
wards him using her T-shirt.” 

At this stage, it was alleged 
Hedges followed the victim 
into the kitchen and exposed 
himself. 

Speaking in court during 
the trial, the victim said: “I 
was in the kitchen doorway. 
I was standing there so the 
kids would not see. I was just 
scared, I didn’t know what 
was going to happen. I was 
in tears as soon as he left the 
house.” 

Hedges was arrested on 
September 3. When ques¬ 


tioned by the police, he de¬ 
clined to offer any answers 
to their questions. In a writ¬ 
ten statement, however, he 
denied touching and expos¬ 
ing himself to his alleged 
victim. 

“The statement says he de¬ 
nies committing any form of 
sexual misconduct,” said Mr 
Brown. “He accepts he had 
given her a nonsexual hug as 
he left, which was perfectly 
normal because they were 
friends.” 

In court, Hedges had de¬ 
nied any improper behav¬ 
iour. He claimed the accusa¬ 
tions had been exaggerated. 

As well as the suspended 
sentence, Hedges was given 
a five-year restraining order 
and told not to contact his 
victim in any way during 
that period. 

He was also told he would 
undertake 150 hours of un¬ 
paid work, as well as 20 hours 
of rehabilitation activities.

Remain best for 
grandchildren 

MY old friend Alan Shepherd has 
written a very long letter making 
many points regarding the EU 
referendum. I'll respond to a few of 
Mr Shepherd's points. 

We have control of our borders. We 
can stop suspicious people coming 
here if we want. Mr Shepherd wants 
to stop all people coming here. Is 
that wise? 

We have the right to make our 
own laws. Members of the House 
of Commons and members of the 
House of Lords make our laws. 

If Mr Shepherd believes that EU 
regulations have affected him 
adversely, would he please tell us 
which ones and why. 

I, too, have doubts about multi- 
culturalism but EU migrants - the 
ones Mr Shepherd's friends are so 
concerned about - are mostly of our 
culture, the culture that used to be 
called Christendom. What's wrong 
with that? 

I agree that the bitterness 
surrounding this referendum is likely 
to be long-lasting. But remember 
this: it was Mr Shepherd's friends 
in the Conservative Party, UKIP 
and elsewhere who wanted the 
referendum. I didn't want it because 
I knew it would be very divisive. 

The result of the referendum, 
whichever way it goes, could well 
lead to the fall of Mr Cameron's 
government and another General 
Election. The result, whichever way 
it goes, will likely exacerbate the 
unease and uncertainty that our 
people and our economy are already 
suffering from. Another change 
of government - maybe another 
coalition or a National government 
as in the 1930s - may be needed.

HOUSING 

Mixed reaction 
to refugees in Ely 


NEWS that empty Minis¬ 
try of Defence properties 
in Ely could be used to 
house Syrian refugees has 
sparked debate. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council bosses say 
they plan to contact the 
Ministry to see if empty 
properties in the city, of 
which there are many, 
could be utilised. 

Hundreds of people 
have had their say on the 
issue on the Ely News Face- 
book page and while some 
welcome the idea, others 
are furious and insist the 
empty MOD properties 
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should be used to accom¬ 
modate British homeless 
people instead of refugees. 

One reader said: “I think 
it is a good thing. This is 
about moving people out 
of a warzone. Britain did 
the same thing evacuat¬ 
ing children from the big 
cities. If you are opposed 
to this you are either 
frightened of people who 
look and sound different 
or don’t mind if a family 
has to live with constant 
risk of extermination. As a 


rich and powerful nation 
it should be our first duty 
to help those most in need 
first, regardless of where 
they are from. 

Another reader said: 
“These people are refu¬ 
gees escaping from an un¬ 
believable hell, the likes 
of which we cannot even 
imagine. We have a duty to 
take in our share of refu¬ 
gees and the British should 
be proud to show compas¬ 
sion to fellow human be¬ 
ings.” 

But many residents are 
concerned - namely about 
how local services such 


as schools and hospitals 
would cope. 

One reader said: “I don’t 
think refugees should be 
lumped together in one 
place. I think they need 
to be placed around the 
country so we all start to 
integrate with one anoth¬ 
er...” 

Another said: “House 
local families and the 
homeless (who are mostly 
military and deserve the 
houses) first...” 

In Peterborough, the 
council has agreed to re¬ 
settle five families in the 
city every year until 2020.

On 23 June, Britain will vote on 
whether to remain or leave the EU. But 
what does the referendum mean for 
businesses? 

The EU trades as a single market - agreed 
standard trading regulations and no 
duties on goods makes it easier to trade 
with other members. Furthermore, the 
EU is currently negotiating terms with 
the USA to create the biggest free 
trade area - this is expected to reduce 
the costs incurred in doing business 
with America. Leaving the EU would 
allow Britain to negotiate its own trade 
deals with each country and attempt to 
reduce the associated ‘red tape’. 

Being in the EU allows the free 
movement of goods, services and 
people. This allows British people 
to work, live and retire abroad, and 
gives UK businesses a wider pool of 
potential employees to choose from. 
However, some people believe that 
our services and infrastructure cannot 
sustain the levels of immigration which 
they are currently experiencing. 

The net cost to Britain of being a 
member of the EU was £8.8bn in 
2014/15 - this is the net effect of the 
cost of membership, less the rebate 
received. Therefore, this could be 
an annual saving if Britain chooses 
to leave the EU. Those in favour of 
remaining, argue that this cost is a 
drop in the ocean compared to the 
savings made by operating in the 
single market.

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‘Why we should change 
law on assisted suicide’ 


Every fortnight, a British person with an incurable illness travels to Switzerland to end their life at Dignitas. 
Emma Higginbotham meets Penny Hall, who accompanied her father on his final journey. 



// I 'M sorry - sometimes I can be very 
I matter of fact about it," says Penny 
I Hall, wiping away a tear. "But I 
want to tell the story, because I really 
believe the law has to change. I know my 
dad would want me to as well . . 

It's been 18 months since Penny 
booked a return ticket for herself, and a 
one-way ticket for her father, Ron Hall, to 
Switzerland, where the 78-year-old had 
chosen to die at Dignitas. But even now, 
her eyes glisten as she talks about her 
much-loved dad. 

"There's this huge sense of loss, because 
he was a very important part of our lives. 
But because he was so happy, so relieved 
and so clear about his decision, it really 
helps," she says quietly. "He had no fear. 
No fear whatsoever." 

Originally from North Wales, Ron, a 
former schoolteacher, moved with his wife 
to Cambridge 20 years ago to be near 
Penny and her children, Sam and Nina, 
now both 24. "He was very vibrant, very 
engaged. He just loved life," says Penny. 

"I home-educated my children, and my 
dad was very involved with that. He was a 
born teacher." 

Ron was a familiar face around the 
city, too. As 'The Alchemist', he'd don 
historical clothes and take part in re¬ 
enactments at the likes of Stourbridge Fair: 
"He loved doing things like that, dressing 
up and talking to people." 

But everything changed in 2013 when 
Ron was diagnosed with Alzheimer's 
disease. The most common form of 
dementia, Alzheimer's causes the brain 
to become increasingly damaged, leading 
to devastating mental and physical 
deterioration. 

"Bit by bit the things he loved to do, 
the things that made life worth living for 
him, he couldn't do any more," recalls 
Penny, a 55-year-old voluntary worker. 

"He stopped being able to drive, and then 
cycle; then he couldn't read any more. 

He couldn't dress himself; he couldn't 
physically look after himself. He struggled 
with walking and just shuffled. 

"But quite cruelly, his mind was still very 
rational," she adds. "He was forgetful, 
but he was always able to have rational 
conversations. So he could see exactly 
what was happening to him - and he 
knew exactly where it was going." 

Initially, Ron was put on a dementia 
drug which worked "really amazingly" 
for a few months, "and then when that 
started tailing off, he decided he wanted 
to go to Dignitas. 

"And from the moment he made that 
decision, it was like this massive sense of 
relief. He just became happy. I can't tell 
you what a difference it made to him - it 
was a release from what he was going 
through." 

Penny first heard the news from her 
mum, "and I can remember going to see 
him after she told me. We both just cried. 
Of course I was really sad, but I totally 
understood: it was such a mixture of grief 
and relief for him." 

Assisted suicide - helping someone 
to die - is illegal in the UK but, as Swiss 


law doesn't prohibit it, there are several 
organisations where incurably ill people 
can end their lives. Dignitas, in Zurich, 
is one of the few which offers its services 
to those not living in Switzerland. On 
average, one British person dies there 
every fortnight. 

Ron made up his mind in early 
2014, and started on the paperwork 
immediately, "because he knew he 
wouldn't be able to go once he'd lost 
mental capacity. Dignitas are really strict 
on that," explains Penny. "There are a lot 
of hoops to jump through: he had four 
separate consultations with doctors and 
psychiatrists to confirm that he had the 
mental capacity to make that decision. 

"But he was amazing over that whole 
period. He was so calm, so certain. He 
never wavered. To begin with, every time 
I saw him I would check again: was he 
still sure? And he just got fed up of me 
checking! It was just so clearly what he 
wanted. 

"The gift of it was that over that 
summer, we knew it was our last few 
months with him, so it was really precious 
- and it meant everything was said 
between me and my dad, which I'm really 
grateful for," she adds. 

"We used to have a day a week 
together, just the two of us, and they were 
amazing times. Knowing that I was going 
to lose him, I came to fully appreciate 
what an amazing father he'd been, and I 
could say everything to him. Nothing was 
left unsaid - and I'm so glad about that." 

Once the date was set, the family were 
then able to tell other friends, "and it 
was like this massive outpouring of love. 
Letters were coming from his students 
from 40 years earlier, just appreciating 
what he'd given them in their lives. All 
the things that people say at funerals, they 
said it all to him." 

Eventually Ron flew to Switzerland with 
his wife, Penny and her children, and 
Penny's sister and her 1 7-year-old son, so 
they could all be by his side as he died. 

"It wasn't like I thought it would be," 
she reflects. "You read a lot about a 
'clinic', but it's not a clinic at all. It's on an 
industrial estate - they couldn't have it in 
a residential area out of sensitivity for the 
neighbours - but they've carefully planted 
the plot so when you walk in, it's like a 
little haven. 

"There's a pond and lots of greenery, 
and inside it's like a living room, with a 
sofa and table and a bed. And the people 
who support you through it are really 
warm and compassionate, and gave us a 
lot of space." 

Lying on the bed, Ron began by taking 
an anti-emetic to stop him being sick, 
followed by a 20-minute wait. "We'd 
made a CD of his favourite music, so we 
put that on, and then he was just chatting 
away," recalls Penny. "We were talking 
about when he met my mum, because we 
were playing some music from that time - 
and then they came back in with the drug. 

"It was a liquid, and he drank it with no 
hesitation. He was asleep within a minute, 
and died a few minutes later. It was very 
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MUCH loved-

calm and peaceful - my mum describes it as 
'beautiful', and it was beautiful." 

When the family returned to Cambridge 
there was a short police investigation: assisted 
suicide is a criminal offence punishable by up 
to 14 years' imprisonment. 

"This is one of the reasons why I so strongly 
think the law should change," says Penny. "The 
police investigation happened afterwards, so 
if there had been someone pushing him to do 
it, it would be too late, wouldn't it? The law 
makes no sense! 

"If assisted suicide was legal and there were 
safeguards in place, coercion would be caught 
in advance, the person wouldn't die and it 
would all be out in the open. It would all be 
much easier for everybody." The police didn't 
press charges. 

For Penny and her family, life marches on. It's 
been particularly tough on her mum, who was 
married to Ron for nearly 60 years: "Obviously 
she's distraught, and she misses him. But for my 
mum it was the ultimate act of love. She didn't 
want to leave him, and she often cries, but she 


knew he wanted to die." 

Penny admits that she often cries too, "and I 
think about him a lot. I see him in my children 
as well: they're both teaching now, which 
would have delighted him. 

"But never have any of us thought it wasn't 
the right thing, and so far I haven't spoken to 
anyone who hasn't understood. People are 
compassionate." 

Penny has found herself increasingly 
interested in the subject, and is active in the 
right-to-die movement. 

Witnessing her father's "calm, peaceful 
and easy" death cemented her views, "and 
I find it reassuring for myself that if I ever get 
Alzheimer's, I can do that. I would definitely 
do it. Why would I want to go into that awful 
endgame? 

"It's taken away any fear that I'd had," she 
concludes, "and I'm left feeling much more 
aware of my own mortality in a positive way. 
Recognising that I'm going to die, I'm left 
thinking 'Well if I'm going to die one day, how 
amazing is it to be alive now?"' 


The freedom to say: 
I’ve had enough 


DIGNITY in Dying is a national 
organisation which campaigns for a 
change in the law to make a doctor- 
assisted death available for terminally 
ill people who ask for it, if a doctor has 
said that they have six months or less 
to live. 

Although this change in the law 
wouldn’t have helped Ron, who might 
have lived for many more years, Penny 
is still a firm supporter. 

Valerie Twiss, co-ordinator of 
the Cambridge group of Dignity in 
Dying, says: “If people are suffering 
unbearably, and if things are only going 
to get worse rather than better, they 
should have a right to medical help to 
die in as painless and civilised 
way as possible. 

“People can and do commit 
suicide, but suicide attempts 
are often unsuccessful, 
painful, messy, cause 
damage to other people - 
throwing oneself in front of 
a train, for example - and 
create a great deal of work 
for the emergency services. 

It can also be very traumatic for 
people who find them. 

“This is almost the last big liberal 


campaign that British society has to 
fight,” she adds. “Over my lifetime I’ve 
seen big changes in attitudes to things 
such as divorce, abortion, and gay rights, 
but there’s still strong resistance to the 
freedom of the individual who is suffering 
unbearably to say to a doctor: ‘I’ve had 
enough - please help me to die’.” 

The Cambridge group has just over 50 
members. 

What about the danger of vulnerable 
people being coerced into suicide? “We 
have to build in lots of safeguards,” she 
acknowledges. “One is that people can 
write an ‘advance decision’ that they 
lodge with their doctor, so that if they 
reach a state when they are ill and feel 
they would like doctor assistance, 
it’s very clear that, from the 
outset, this was their view and 
no-one was pressurising them. 

“Recent polls show that 80 
per cent of the general public 
would like a law which allows 
assisted dying for terminally 
ill people with six months 
or less to live, if they really 
want it,” she concludes. “But if 
we want to change the law we’ve 
got to unite and put pressure on the 
lawmakers and our MPs.”
